But now to the Compend of the Hiſtorie, of Sir 
William Wallace, mentioned a little before. 

Edward, King of England, had fo ſore oppreſſed 
this poore Countrey , and altogether brought it 
(as hee ſuppoſed ) vnder his ſubjectioun, and obe- 
diencezNoble-men lacking both ſtrength and ſuffi- 
cient courage to with-ſtand his Forces, and a great 


number of thePieres of this Land joyning their for- 


ces with King Edward, eſpecially the Bruce, and his 
fact ion, with many others; GO ſtirred vp this 


Valiant Champion, William Wallace, a Man of Noble 
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To the Reader, 
and ancient Family, who did Actes, in thoſe Warres 
not only aboue all mens exſpectat iõ, but alſo incre- 
dible, being a n an of great bodily ſtrenght, & high 
courage: e hardened his body againſt injuries of 
Fortune, and confirmed his courage by perillous at- 
tempts to enterpriſe higher and greater, euen with 
danger: he gathered vnto him ſome companie of 
Men, and herewith not only ſlew any Engl ſimen he 
met with, but often times a ſo with few foght with 
great numbers in ſundrie places where he met with 
them, & ſlew them. In ſhort ſpace his fam filled both 
the Realms: ſo they that had lik cauſes as he had, & 
not vnlike loue to their Countrey, gathering toge- 
ther. ſwarmed to him from all parts, and within few 
moneths he amaſſed an indifferent Army: Noblemen 
for feare or laſhnes lying ſtill, Wallace was proclai- 
med Gouernour, and as Lieutenãts for B. lial, com- 
manded as lawfull Magiſtrate. Hee tooke not this 
name of pride or of deſire to Empire, bat only (like 
another Sampſon ) vpon com paſsion, and lone of his 
Countrey-people. After this, he eſſayed with open 
force, tooke many Caſtells, (either not ſufficiently 
farniſhed or not weill guarded, or negligently kept) 
and razed them, His Men of Warres minds were ſo 
confirmed, that vnder his conduct they feared no 
perrill, for th it his hardiment lacked neuer wiſdom, 
nor his wiſdome the wiſhed euent. So in ſhort ſpace 
he _ all the Forts that Fngliſhmen poſſeſſed beyond 
Forth. 

King Edward hearing theſe rumours, and haning 
all his Army with him in France he wrote to Henri 
Pearſie Lord of Northumberland, & toWilliam Latimer, |
